Bland to Introduce a Bill for 
Absolute Free Coinage. 



Bi» as Outlined in the Message. 



WAsmsriToN, April fl. — President 
Cleveland's suggestion, contained in 
his veto of the llland bcigniorug,- bill, 
that he might approve another meas- 
ure for coining tho seigniorage if it 
were accompanied by a provision for 
the issue of bonds nt a low rate of in- 
terest has moved Representative Myers 
Of Louisiana to prepare such a bill 
which he will introduce in the house at 
once. 

Mr. Myers enjoys the almost unique 
distinction of being a gold democrat 
from the south. He proposes to accom- 
pany the coinage of seigniorage with a 
provision amplifying the power of the 
secretary of the treasury under the act 
of 187:1 for the issue of bonds to main- 
tain the gold reserve for the redemp- 
tion of the United States notes. This 
amplification will consist of authority 
to sell bonds to maintain the parity be- 
tween gold and silver, and in this 
will he included the right of the secre- 
tary of the treasury to use the proceeds 
of the sale of such bonds as he may 
deem proper. 

An amendment to the act of 1*7:1, 

Which Mr. Myers will offer, provides 
for a bond at a lower rate of interest 
than either .Is, t>fl or 4s author- 
ised b» that act. Mr. Myers said Thurs- 
day: 

"I have talked with a number of 
members of the house. Including mem- 
liers of the coinage committee, who 
represent both sides of the silver ques- 
tion, and while I have no assurance 
that such a bill will pass, I feel very 
hopeful of its favorable consideration. 

"1 am aware of the general senti- 
ment iu the house agatast bonds, but 
my proposition need not, I think, ex- 
cite that antagonism. I do not pro- 
pose any increase in the bonded debt, 
but simply give the secretary of the 
treasury discretion to make a wider 
use of the t>onds already authorized by
